This really
abandons our responsibility that we're trying to deal with by
putting the pressure back on those |ocal boards that have had
too much pressure already. The additional expense of this, for
that local county when the vote really doesn't nmean anything, Is

unnecessary. I'd urge you all to vote no on this proposed
amendment. Thank you.
